*74 8 * v-> ^r as darkened by a flight Fog, thro* 

which the Moon appeared of a firey- red Colour, till 
8\ 40". when the Fog was thoroughly difperfed,and 
the Heavens wereovercaft, with a whitifhftreaky Cloud. 
At the fame time there appeared round thcMoon a 
Halo (Tab. II. Fig. y. ABCD) accompanied with 
four other Segments of Circles, two of which EAF 
and GHof ten Degrees, were concentric, fo as to have 
rheir common Center at the Zenith. The Segment 
or Arch TPL on the North Side, ot feven Degrees., 
was concentric with the great lunar Circle, and 
confequently had the Moon for its Centres and in 
fine the Arch AfCN, which faced the Horizon, was 
of twelve Degrees. 

Befides thefe four Segments, what was moft re- 
markable was a Mock-Moon or Tarafekne B> 
ihaped like a Mock-Sun or Tarhelms. The Dia- 
meter of this Mock-Moon, tho' ill-determin'd; was 
of 35 Minutes at lead, with a Tail BT oppofite to 
the Moon, as the Tail of a Comet is oppofite to the 
Sun. This Tail varied in its Degree of Light from 
time to time, extending as far as the Arch FPL, 

whichj 
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which, as -well as the Arch GH> was 54. Degrees* Si- 
ft ant from the lunar Circle j&BOD* Thenar a- 
felene B had the fame Colours with, a., common 
Tar helms-, excepting that they were notfo lively* 
but they very much inclined to the tawny, efpe- 
dally on the Side, which faced the Moon. This Tar a- 
felene was in the fame Altitude 2s the Moon. Its Tail 
was much more faint and tranfparent ; inafmuch as 
Capella appeared thro* this luminous Tail. t The 
lunar Circle ABC C D was much weaker to the South, 
and there appeared no Tarafelene on that Side, 
This Meteor did tiot feem to undergo any Alteration 
till 9 h . 18V when the Atmofphere was coverd with 
thick Clouds. 

The Clouds being diminiflied at 9*. 32'. the 
Meteor appeared again, but very different from what 
it was before i for, inftead of feeing a lunar Circle 
with 4 other Arches of Circles, T law the lunar 
Circle ^DAB^By and on the South Side a- "feint 
Arch OR of four Degrees, having the Moon for 
its Centre in common with the great lunar Circle. 
There were likewife two Tarafele?ie 3 s 7 one of which 
B was to the North, and the other 2) to the South, 
as they are expreffedin Fig. 8. Thefe -two Tar a- 
felene s did not caft fo ftrong a Light as that which 
had appeared before, nor were they fo diftin&iy 
formed. On the contrary, the lunar Circle was very 
beautiful, and remarkably- bright,, until x, h . jo' m 
when the whole Thanomenon difappeared, and the 
Sky grew clear by degrees. The Moon's Diame- 
ter was 30'. 30". On the fame Night a very beau*- 
tiful lunar Circle was obferved at Berlin, but with- 
out Tarafelenes.
